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Sunrise Gains Approval for Parking 
Garage; Swim Pool Rates May Rise

At its March 12 regular 
meeting, the Greenbelt City 
Council heard an update on 
the Sunrise property and in¬ 
troduced for first reading an 
ordinance increasing pool 
fees for the 1990 season. 

Sunrise 

City Solicitor Robert Manzi re¬ 
ported that the county Board of 
Appeals had upheld the variance 
granted to the Sunrise Develop¬ 
ment Limited Partnership. This 
variance permits construction of 
a parking garage for the planned 
high-rise apartments. The board 
found that denial of the variance 
would “result in a peculiar and 
unusual practical difficulty” for 
the owner because of the shape 
and topography of the property. 
Council has 30 days to decide 
whether to pursue further ap¬ 
peals. 

Council also received a copy 
of a letter to the District Coun¬ 
cil from Russell W. Shipley, attor¬ 
ney for the Sunrise developers. 
Shipley wrote that the owners 
plan to develop the property con¬ 
sistent with the current R-10 
zoning (high-rise apartments). 
They have asked the . District 
Council to retain this zoning 
when the Sectional Map Amend¬ 
ment is adopted. The District 
Council had been considering re¬ 
zoning the property for commer¬ 
cial-office (C-O) development 
(The District Council is the 
County Council sitting on zoning 
matters). 

The city had recommended 
R-18C (medium-density condo¬ 
minium) zoning for the property. 
Shipley wrote that this would 
be a “substantial downzoning” 
of the land, which he thinks 
would be illegal and inconsistent 
with the approved Master Plan. 
City council had opposed rezon¬ 
ing to C-0 because no limits 
could be placed on the develop¬ 
ment. 

Pool Rates 

Council introduced, for first 
reading, an ordinance increasing 
pool rates for the coming season. 
City Manager James K. Giese 
also provided a proposed fee 
schedule for the combined indoor/ 
outdoor pool complex. He urged 
council to consider the combined 
fee schedule when setting fees 
for the upcoming season. 

Under the proposal, family 
pass rates for residents would 
increase $20 to $120 per season 
for the outdoor pool, while indi¬ 
vidual passes would cost $55, up 
from $45 this year. Nonresident 
and daily rates would also in¬ 
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crease. 

Once the indoor pool opens, 
Giese proposes that year-round 
passes (indoor and outdoor pool) 
for a family cost $320 and $150 
for individuals. Summer-swim¬ 
ming-only passes would cost $150 
and $70 respectively. 

The legislation also proposes 
discontinuing the issuance of free 
passes to senior citizens and 
families of city employees. The 
legislation would charge seniors 
and employees’ families $25 for 
the summer only or $75 for 
a year-round pass. A comparison 
of rates at area pools done by 
the recreation department shows 
that the proposed senior fees are 
below all those studied. Council 
will discuss the proposed rates 
at a March 20 work session. 

Jaycees Clubhouse 

In November the Greenbelt 
Jaycees asked the city to make 
improvements to the Jaycees 
Clubhouse basement to permit its 
use for storage. Under terms of 
the lease, the Jaycees do not pay 
rent for the city-owned building 
but pay utility bills and maintain 
the building. 

Giese opposed the request be¬ 
cause the clubhouse does not meet 
modern codes for public safety 
or handicap accessibility. He also 
argued that, given the poor struc¬ 
tural condition of the building, 
further repairs would not be cost- 
effective. 

At council’s direction, staff 
obtained an estimate for repair¬ 
ing the building. Internal water¬ 
proofing would cost $4,000. Giese 
said that this type of repair 
sometime solves basement prob¬ 
lems, and sometimes does not. 

Harold Wheeler, president of 
the Jaycees, argued that it 
would be a “terrible disaster” not 
to repair the building. He said 
that the Jaycees cannot afford 
to rebuild the basement them¬ 
selves, Wheeler argued that the 
group is a service club that helps 
Greenbelt and is not merely a 
social club. He added that they 
are currently struggling for mem¬ 
bership, a fact he attributed in 
part to the condition of the club¬ 
house. 

Council member Antoinette M. 
Bram said that the building 
should either be brought to code 
or demolished. Council member 
Joseph Isaacs said that if the 
city does not plan to raze it, 
which he did not feel council 
wanted, then the building should 
be fixed. 

Mayor Pro Tem Thomas X. 
White said that bringing the 
building up to code would cost 
“considerably more” than $4,000. 
Council member Edward Putens 
asked for a study to see what 
work would be required to bring 
the building up to standard. He 
expressed concern about the con¬ 
dition of the floor, Wheeler said 
that much of the work could be 
done by the Jaycees, 

Council unanimously agreed to 
seek evaluations of the building. 

Zoning Enforcement 

Council agreed to support the 


efforts of the Prince Georges 
County Municipal Association to 
develop a memorandum of under¬ 
standing with county officials 
permitting municipalities, rather 
than the county, to enforce the 
county zoning law. However, 
council also agreed with the staff 
recommendation that the city in¬ 
dicate it does not yet want to 
join the agreement. 

Giese said that the city would 
receive no fees in return for 
assuming this responsibility, but 
that this action would permit 
more aggressive enforcement ef¬ 
forts than provided by the coun¬ 
ty, He said that Greenbelt’s code 
problems are “minimal” and that 
the county does respond to the 
city’s requests for enforcement 
actions. 

Putens was concerned that the 
city ‘“too often” does not join 
the initial efforts of the PGCMA. 
He said it is time to back 
organization. White pointed out 
that the city would be free to 
join later. He suggested that 
the issue be considered during 
the upcoming budget review. 

Mayor Gil Weidenfeld said 
that the decision whether to ac¬ 
cept zoning enforcement respon¬ 
sibility should be made once 
council decides if it will assume 
responsibility for licensing apart¬ 
ments. This task will generate 
revenues for the city. The mayor 
said that given the small number 
of city zoning enforcement prob¬ 
lems, it was not worth the cost 
of assuming enforcement respon¬ 
sibility, However, he said that

Dept. Heralds 
Greenbelters as Heroines

Several Greenbelters are named as “Maryland's Unsung 
Heroines" in this year's resource packet prepared by the 
Maryland State Department of Education and the Mary- 
Yind Commission for Women. Such packets have been de¬ 
veloped each year since 1980 to supplement the school cur¬ 
riculum, since standard elementary and secondary textbooks 
provide almost no information about women's lives. The 
Maryland packets, which contain suggested student activi¬ 
ties as well as various kinds of information, are delivered 
free to each school and each public library within the state. 
Since the program began, it has dramatically increased the 
level of understanding about and interest in the achieve¬ 
ments of women. 


In previous years the packets 
have focused on a particular ca¬ 
reer area, such as women in 
science and engineering, women 
writers, women in the arts, or 
women in public advocacy work. 
But as a means of calling atten¬ 
tion to women’s often invisible 
contributions within their com¬ 
munities, the tenth-anniversary 
packet looks at ‘“Everywoman.” 

Among Greenbelters featured 
in this year’s packet is Florence 
M. Holly, who was chosen in 
1989 as the city’s Outstanding 
Citizen. The biographical sketch 
prepared by the nominators notes 
her kindness in chauffeuring the 
disabled and the elderly to church 
services, her volunteer teaching 
at Center School, and her activi¬ 
ties with the Woman’s Club and 


the Golden Age Club. “What 
makes this woman so remark¬ 
able,” the account reads, “is her 
talent for problem solving. She 
will say, ‘We will just have to 
do something about that, won’t 
we’ ” 

Betty Timer, who works with 
senior citizens groups through¬ 
out the county, is also high¬ 
lighted in the packet. She serves 
on the planning board of the 
Oasis Senior Centers, as well as 
on the city’s task force to deal 
with programming for seniors 
in the recreation program. She 
also leads groups in Greenbelt 
history at the Greenbelt Museum 
and * the Tugwell Room of the 
Greenbelt Library. “Start each

Greenbrook Villagers Voice Opposition 
To Proposed New Metrobus Route

Several Greenbrook Village 
residents voiced their oppo¬ 
sition, at the March 1 meet¬ 
ing of the Greenbelt East 
Advisory Coalition (GEAC), 
to the proposed route for an 
extended R-15 Metrobus. 
They suggested alternatives 
that would serve Hunting 
Ridge and keep buses off 
Greenbrook Drive. They de¬ 
scribed Greenbrook Drive as 
a narrow road, vulnerable to 
increased traffic and parking 
problems. Other residents, 
however, said they looked 
forward to having bus ser¬ 
vice from their door to the 
New Carrollton Metro sta¬ 
tin. 

The Route at Issue 

Metro representatives had pre¬ 
sented the planned route exten¬ 
sion to GEAC at the meeting 
on February 1, In response to 
a request from resident of 


Hunting Ridge for bus service, 
Metro proposed an extension of 
the R-15 route, which provides 
rush-hour service between Green¬ 
belt and the New Carrollton 
MetroRail station. The proposed 
extension would loop south of 
Greenbelt Road from its intersec¬ 
tion with Hanover Parkway, Bus¬ 
es would go south on Hanover 
to Greenbrook Drive, northeast 
on Greenbrook to Ora Glen Drive, 
east on Ora Glen to Mandan 
Road, then north on Mandan past 
the Greenbelt Road intersection 
and continuing with the current 
route. 

The Greenbrook Village home- 
owners association had narrow¬ 
ly approved the issue at the’r 
February meeting, by a vote of 
23 for and 21 opposed, (There 
are 220 owner-members.) Bus 
opponents said that many resi* 
dents were unaware of the pro¬ 
posal until at or after the meet¬ 
ing and felt that Metro should 
have informed them directly. 

Some Support 

One Greenbrook Village cou¬ 


ple, describing themselves as “a 
one-car family,” said they wel¬ 
comed the coming of the buses 
to make getting to and from 
the MetroRail station easier. In 
addition, every rider on the bus 
would mean one fewer car on 
the road, reducing rather than 
increasing traffic in front of 
their house.

Crime Watch 

To the Editor: 

In the March 8 issue you dis¬ 
cussed the efforts to organize a 
city-wide Crime Watch and cited 
the commendable activity of the 
Springhill Lake Crime Watch. 
However, your statement that 
“While other programs failed af¬ 
ter a few weeks or months, . * 
was not totally accurate. The 
Lakewood Crime Watch was or¬ 
ganized in November 1983 and 
was joined by the Woodland Hills 
Crime Watch the following years. 
For a period of over three years 
until December 1986, the combin¬ 
ed Crime W T atches had patrols on 
the streets on a regular and fre¬ 
quent basis. During 1985, for 
example, the two base operators 
logged a combined total of 858 
hours of patrols. The Lakewood/ 
Woodland Hills program was al¬ 
so recognized by certificates 
from the Greenbelt Police Dept, 
and was presented with the 
“Governor’s Certificate of Merit 
for Crime Prevention” by Gover¬ 
nor Hughes on November 24, 
1986. Although not in regular 
operation since 1986, the Lake¬ 
wood/Woodland Hills groups 
have made several attempts to 
reorganize and have conducted 
patrols on an occasional basis 
since then, 

I welcome efforts to organize 
a city-wide Crime Watch with a 
central base operator at the Po¬ 
lice Station, but believe that in¬ 
dividual neighborhood groups 
should patrol their own neigh¬ 
borhoods for maximum efficiency, 
Pom?

Dimilin Issues 

To the Editor: 

In a letter to the editor last 
week, some questions were rais¬ 
ed about the State's use of Dim¬ 
ilin in part of Greenbelt to con¬ 
trol the gypsy moth infestation. 
As coordinator of the City’s ef¬ 
forts, I would like to provide 
further information on some of 
the issues raised, 

Dimilin is an insect growth 
regulator which has proven 
greatly effective in combatting 
the gypsy moth caterpillar. The 
only harm that this chemical 
has been shown to cause is to 
animals which have protective 
shells, or exoskeletons. These 
include not only caterpillars but 
some aquatic life, such as crabs 
and shrimp. For this reason, 
Dimilin is not sprayed over areas 
of open water which ultimately 
empty into the Chesapeake Bay. 

While people allergic to Dimi¬ 
lin or chemically sensitive could 
conceivably be affected by such 
a spray, the Maryland Depart¬ 


ment of Agriculture reports that 
“to date, there have been no ad¬ 
verse reactions reported by peo¬ 
ple living in aras participating in 
the spraying programs. In fact, 
after years of use, spraying pro¬ 
grams using Dimilin have not 
caused adverse reactions even in 
allergic or chemieally-sensitive 
individuals.” 

As to the effect of Dimilin on 
gardens, the State reports that 
Dimilin is not absorbed through 
the leaves or roots of plants, so 
the only residue will be on leaf 
surfaces. Washing the leaves of 
vegetables is quite sufficient to 
prevent ingestion of the product. 

City staff shares the concerns 
of others as to the indiscriminate 
use of chemical sprays. We also 
are seriously concerned, however, 
with the devastating effect the 
gypsy moth invasion can have 
on our tree population if not con¬ 
trolled. In other areas of the 
country which have been plagued 
with gypsy moths for many 
years, Dimilin has proven to be 
an effective controllant without 
adversely affecting humans or 
animals. 

I encourage any person inter¬ 
ested in obtaining further infor¬ 
mation on this or any aspect of 
the gypsy moth control program 
to contact me at the City office.

Kindergarten Open House 

The Greenbelt Nursery School 
and Kindergarten will hold a 
kindergarten open house March 
27 and April 3 from 12:30 to 3:15 
p.m. Parents interested in enroll¬ 
ing children in the kindergarten 
program next year are invited 
to come observe the class and 
meet next year's teacher, Karen 
Keilman, Karen holds a B,A, and 
M.A. degrees in education and 
is certified in early childhood 
education. 

The kindergarten program, af¬ 
ter a year of careful planing, 
was started in September 19S9. 
The program grew from the de¬ 
sire of parents to find a kinder¬ 
garten which was child-centered 
and “hands on” in its curricu¬ 
lum. Therefore, the program’s 
curriculum is based on the 
knowledge that the five-year-old 
learns best when able to explore 
using all modalities (visual, au¬ 
ditory, tactile and kinetic), and 
is in an environment filled with 
learning centers and flexible, 
changing materials. This approach 
is recommended by the National 
Association for Young Children 
and has recently been adopted 
by the State Department of Edu¬ 
cation. The program takes a 
holistic approach to child devel¬ 
opment and provides a balance 
in the areas of social-emotional, 
physical and cognitive develop¬ 
ment. It includes language arts, 
mathematics, science, art, music, 
and social studies. All areas are 
incorporated into the curriculum 
in an early childhood interaction- 
ist approach. Language is taught 
through the ‘“Whole Language 
Approach,” which is an integrat¬ 
ed, concrete approach to phonics, 
reading and writing skills. The 
mathematics curriculum is based 
on “Math Their Way,” which 
allows the young child to learn 
math concepts by actively ex¬ 
ploring a variety of materials. 
Dramatic play and regular field 


trips center around social stud¬ 
ies. Science is incorporated into 
the classroom daily as well as 
with field trips and a weekly 
resource teacher. Art and music 
are also in the classroom daily 
as well as with weekly resource 
teachers. 

The class meets Monday 
through Friday from noon to 
2:45 p.m. September to May. The 
program is not a cooperative; 
however, parents are welcome to 
share in the classroom and on 
field trips.

the city should support PGMCA’i 
proposal to allow those munici¬ 
palities with problems to take 
action. 

Other Actions 

Gil Weidenfeld presented a 
proclamation to Ted Sacra and 
Tim Grady for their efforts in 
fighting a fire at 4-T Laurel 
Hill Road on February 1* The 
Branchville Fire Department, the 
first company to reach the scene, 
estimated that the two firefight¬ 
er trainees had extinguished ap¬ 
proximately 90 percent of the 
fire by the time the fire equip¬ 
ment arrived. 

In response to a petition from 
Eunice Coxon, council unanimous¬ 
ly agreed to send a letter to the 
city’s delegation in the state 
legislature urging support for the 
concept of victims 1 rights and to 
urge adoption of legislation per¬ 
mitting victims of crime, or their 
families, to be present during 
plea bargaining. The proposal 
would force judges who forbid 
victims and their families from 
attending the trial to state their 
reasoning, 

Isaacs asked about the state’ ? 
plans to spray part of the city 
with Dimilin. The chemical is 
to be used against gypsy moths 
in the area between Hamilton 
Place and the city limits, east 
of the Baltimore-Washington 
Parkway. Assistant City Manager 
Michael P. McLaughlin said that 
the city has questioned state 
officials about citizens’ concerns 
about the spraying, especially its 
effects on aquatic life. McLaugh¬ 
lin reported the state’s views that 
the spray will be far enough 
away from water that this should 
be no problem. 

McLaughlin said that state of¬ 
ficials claimed that any changes 
to the state’s proposed program 
would result in the city’s either 
not receiving any spray or bein'? 
sprayed too late to have an ef¬ 
fect. 

Bram said that she had ques¬ 
tioned a Beitsville Agricultural 
Research Center staffer, who 
agreed with the state’s program, 
Bram said that the state may 
feel that the more effective agent 
is needed, given the extensive 
tree growth in that area. 

Council deferred a decision on 
whether to join a health bene¬ 
fits plan being developed by the 
Council of Governments (COG) 
until after a March 20 work ses¬ 
sion, A decision on whether to 
join the plan must be made at 
the next regular council meet¬ 
ing. Adoption of the new plan 
and programs to minimize its 
effect on city employees will in¬ 
crease benefit costs. However, 
Giese is concerned that Greenbelt 
could, in the future, lose its 
coverage under Blue Cross/Blue 
Shield, He said that several cit¬ 
ies have already been dropped by 
the insurer. 

Council received the city man¬ 
ager’s capital improvements bud¬ 
get, but delayed consideration 
until later in the budget process, 
Giese noted that it will be diffi¬ 
cult to evaluate the program un¬ 
til the city has more information 
on the costs of building the 
indoor pool and purchasing Par¬ 
cel 1.

well as parking problems, were 
given as reasons to oppose the 
buses on Greenbrook Drive. It is 
the only street on the proposed 
extension with houses directly on 
it. Several persons present at 
the GEAC meeting expressed dis¬ 
pleasure at the idea of hearing 
buses at their windows at 6:30 
a.m. or of having their residen¬ 
tial street turned into a commu¬ 
ter road. Not only will the buses 
use the route, but those who 
ride the bus will be likely to 
use it as a bypass of the Han¬ 
over Parkway and Greenbelt 
Road intersection when driving 
their cars, increasing overall 
traffic on the road, it was ar¬ 
gued. 

The extension will not, in fact, 
reach Hunting Ridge, which had 
lequested the bus service. At the 
February meeting, Metro repre¬ 
sentatives said that they had 
been unable to find a suitable 
turn-around place for buses at 
Hunting Ridge. Suggestions were 
made for getting the buses to 
or through Hunting Ridge and 
then back up Hanover Parkway 
to Greenbelt Road without going 
through Greenbrook Village and 
Windsor Green, 

One possible loop could run 
through the Maryland Trade 
Centers, Advocates of this loop 
pointed out that it would keep 
buses off residential streets and 
that it could be a real loop since 
Greenway Center Drive and Han¬ 
over Drive connect. Another pos¬ 
sible loop would take buses in at 
Greenway Village apartments 
and out at the main Hunting 
Ridge entrance. 

The presence of speed bumps 
within Hunting Ridge could make 
the roads impassable for the 
buses. A possible legal prohibi¬ 
tion could also be involved again. 
Metro’s operating on private 
property, which the Hunting 
Ridge roads are. While the buses 
are 30 feet long (10 feet short¬ 
er than standard Metro buses), 
they are as wide as the standard 
buses and need a wide turning 
radius. 

The impacts wouldn’t be as 
bad, nor the benefits as good, as 
feared or hoped, said Roy Dahl, 
GEAC representative from Wind¬ 
sor Green. There won’t be so 
many riders that other traffic 
will decrease noticeably, he be¬ 
lieves, nor will the noise or traf¬ 
fic of three short buses be ex¬ 
treme. However, the route is too 
long and zigzags too much, in 
Dahl’s view, for many potential 
riders to use it. He was also 
concerned that establishing the 
route on Greenbrook Drive now 
would set a precedent for use 
of the Drive as a bus route when 
the Greenbelt MetroRail station 
opens. 

GEAC’s Role 

James Foy, GEAC chair, ex¬ 
plained that GEAC itself is not 
a decision-making body. Its mem¬ 
ber organizations take positions 
on issues of general interest. 
GEAC will act if there is con¬ 
sensus on an issue, expressed by 
at least five member organiza¬ 
tions, In response to a motion 
from Ed Shilling of Windsor 
Green, GEAC decided to refer 
the issue to each member board 
for their support or opposition. 
The concerns raised at the GEAC 
meeting by the Greenbrook Vil¬ 
lage residents would be presented 
to each member board at that 
time. 

Crime and Police 

Addressing the proposed legis¬ 
lative agenda, GEAC discussed 
requesting additional police pa¬ 
trols in Greenbelt East. Over the 
last five years, there has been 
a tremendous increase in both 
residential and commercial de¬ 
velopment in the East; the level 
of police coverage has remained 
the same, said Dorothy Pyles of 
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Greenbriar. Shilling, noting that 

the East leads the city in car 
theft, said that Windsor Green 
residents pay for extra police 
coverage, which tax payers 
shouldn’t feel obliged to do. 

Council member Edward Pu- 
tens offered some discouraging 
words. At the Westminster plan¬ 
ning meeting Police Chief James 
Craze had outlined the depart¬ 
ment’s needs, which focused on 
areas where crime is the high¬ 
est—for example, drugs and 
breaking and enterings. In¬ 
creased square footage, Putens 
said, didn’t mean increased need 
for police protection. “If you 
don’t have crime, you don’t have 
a problem,” 

GEAC voted unanimously to 
ask the member boards to sup¬ 
port a request to city council 
for increased police patrols in 
Greenbelt East. 

In addition, the need for an 
overall increase in police re¬ 
sources was discussed, particu¬ 
larly relating to the Selective 
Enforcement Unit (SEU). The 


SEU would establish a computer¬ 
ized data base to analyze crime 
in the city and detect patterns. 
Knowing patterns of crime would 
allow police to focus resources 
on prevention and early detec¬ 
tion. GEAC also moved unani¬ 
mously to ask the member boards 
to support a request that city 
council allocate resources to es¬ 
tablish the SEU. 

Informational Items 

Members of the GEAC board 
provided updates on various top¬ 
ics of interest, including the 
County Council’s Sectional Map 
Amendment hearing, the recent 
meeting on plans for Schrom 
Hills Park, the city Advisory 
Planning Board’s conditional ap¬ 
proval of plans for the Green¬ 
brook Manor development, and 
the county Zoning Board’s grant¬ 
ing of the variance request for 
garages for the Sunrise apart¬ 
ment development. 

Foy also distributed informa¬ 
tion on the city tax base break¬ 
down, which he had obtained from 
city staff. A summary chart Foy
